Paul Simon, Bayside-bred musician 

Mark Michaels grew up profoundly 
affected by the culture-clashing street 
gang battles of the 50s that are the focus 
of Simon's Broadway play, “The Capeman.” 
And, also like Simon, he was moved 
enough to write a piece of music about 
the same event. 

In Michaels’ case, though, the compo- 
sition was created almost 20 years ago — 
in the form of a song called “Umbrella 
Man,” which the guitarist wrote in 1979 
and performed around town with his New 
York-based new wave rock group, Fast Food. 

Capeman’s accomplice, Luis 
Hernandez, carried an umbrella, and 
became known as the Umbrella Man. 

“T knew the neighborhood and what kind 
of things went on there at night,” Michaels 
recalls. 

Michaels’ composition, which he 
describes as a “psychosexual fantasy,” 
melded various portions of the infamous 
incident.

On Billboard Program 


LOS ANGELES—A new syndi- 
cated radio show aimed at exposing 
new recorded product—specifically 
new releases—has been launched by 
Billboard. 

The hour show—‘“Hitbound ... 
From Billboard”—is being offered to 
stations now, reports Lee Zhito, edi- 
tor-in-chief and publisher. It is 
being marketed by Audio/Video 
Programming, Los Angeles, for a 
September debut. 

The show is hosted by Steve 
Lundy, a nationally-known air per- 
sonality who has worked at such ra- 
dio stations as WNBC in New York 
and other major markets like WLS 
in Chicago, KILT in Houston and 
KFRC in San Francisco. In 1974 
Lundy won an award as Major Mar- 
ket Air Personality of the Year, 
presented at Billboard’s Inter- 
national Radio Programming Fo- 
rum, Plaza Hotel, New York. 

Among the first stations in the 
Top 50 markets signing up to carry 
the weekend program are: KKDJ, 
Los Angeles; WRIT, Milwaukee, 
KDWB, St. Paul; WLOF, Orlando, 
Fla. and WNCI, Columbus, Ohio. 

The show accents new record re- 
leases—both singles and album 
cuts—as chosen by Billboard Maga- 


zine’s staff review panel. 

“Most important, the show will 
feature new hit music ... before the 
competing station in the market has 
a chance to air it,” says Zhito. He 
adds that the show is a ratings 
builder. “Tablines will allow the au- 
dience the chance to become in- 
volved with the music by voting on 
their favorite new record. Votes will 
be tabulated nationally and the win- 
ner played in the following week’s 
program.” 

Radio stations airing the show will 
be supported with customized 
promos by Lundy, major publicity 
and advertising in Billboard and ad- 
vertising mats for local publicity. 


The program will feature five na- 
tional spots presold; radio station 
will have five other 60-second com- 
mercial breaks for their own use. 


A major feature in promoting new 
releases will be dealer tieins. Audio/ 
Video Programming will arrange for 
dealers to have automatic shipments 
of all records receiving airplay, so 
that listeners will be assured of the 
availability of the product once 
they've heard it. Dealers in turn will 
promote the program with point-of- 
purchase materials. —

THE STORY OF THE DOGFACE SOLDIER 


The trouble with “honest” soldier songs is that they are generally unprintable parodies of other songs, 
while the trouble with “official” soldier songs is that they are generally phony-sounding, slick productions 
which completely lack spontaneity. At the beginning of World War II there was a need for a soldier 
song which could be accepted by the mud-slogging foot soldier as well as civilian concert audiences — 
a song in the happy medium between “honest” and “official”. 


Early in 1942 Hart and I set about to fill this need by concocting a simple song which would reflect 
the honest pride of the fighting man, spontaneous-sounding as though the guy marching behind you 
just made it up, and free of the propaganda slogans of Pentagon public relations. We tried our hand 
with something so uncommercial that — barring a miracle — it might never have been heard at all. 
But the miracle happened. A GI I trained with, a happy-go-lucky guy with a guitar, carried the song 
overseas and joined the 3rd Infantry Division. “The Dogface Soldier” was always part of his reper- 
toire as he entertained, and it came to the notice of General Lucian K. Truscott, the commander of 
the 3rd Division. General Truscott and his Marnemen adopted “The Dogface Soldier” as their own. 
The guys liked it, marched to it, danced to it. Even the Italian civilians enjoyed it. 


“The Dogface Soldier” was first heard by the American public as theme music in the Audie Murphy 
picture “To Hell and Back”. This impressed public bought 300,000 copies of the recording. “The 
Dogface Soldier” thus became the only genuine soldier song of World War II to take its place in the 
history of American military music.

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“Ballad of Willie the SEAL” is a true story about 
ARTHUR C. WILLIAMS, JR., the first serviceman 
from Van Buren, Arkansas, to die of combat wounds 
in the Vietnam War. The only son of Juanita Hunter 
and the late Arthur Caswell Williams, Sr., he was 
born April 16, 1937, in Stockton, California. In 
1946, his parents moved their family back to their 
hometown of Van Buren, where he attended public 
schools, was an active member of the First United 
Methodist Church, Boy Scouts, and Allied Youth. 

On April 22, 1954, he became an active member 
of the U.S. Navy Reserve in Fort Smith, where he 
was first called Willie, a nickname that stuck 
throughout his military career. In January, 1955, he 
was federalized into active duty for four years. He 
became a certified scuba diver, deep-sea diver, 
frogman, and underwater demolition expert, serving 
one year at Pearl Harbor Naval Base helping 
remove ammunition from U.S. ships sunk on Pearl 
Harbor Day. 

In March, 1958, he enlisted in the U.S. Army, 
having turned down a more than $600 Navy 
reenlistment bonus. He served with the 101st 
Airborne Division, the 82nd Airborne Division at 
Fort Bragg, North Carolina, and the 5th and 7th 
Green Beret Special Forces, Fort Bragg. During this 
time he became a certified paratrooper, ranger, 
jumpmaster, and had 15 free falls to his credit. 


From the Army, he returned to the Navy, serving 
with the Black Beret Special Operations as a 
member of SEAL Team TWO, Little Creek, Virginia. 
He was assigned to civilian special duty in Florida to 
help train the Cuban Refugee Army. Afterward he 
was an instructor with SEAL Team TWO until he 
volunteered for duty in South Vietnam in August, 
1967. 

On January 18, 1968, with orders to report to 
Taiwan after his leave and just two weeks before 
scheduled departure to the States, he was ona 
mission somewhere in the Mekong Delta when an 
enemy sniper’s bullet hit him in the shoulder, 
severed his spinal cord, and lodged in an inoperable 
position. He died April 11, 1968, at Portsmouth 
Naval Hospital, Virginia. He was buried on his 
thirty-first birthday, April 16, 1968, at Woodlawn 
Park Cemetery, Coral Gables, Florida. 

ARTHUR C. WILLIAMS, JR., is an excellent 
example of what our Armed Forces have to offer 
young people who are willing to accept the 
challenges of today and work to develop their 
abilities, talents, and skills. He wanted to go as deep 
as possible in the ocean and as high as possible in 
the sky. At the age of seventeen he knew the Armed 
Forces would be the only place to get and use such 
training. Besides the more than 15 certificates for 
completing specialized courses offered by the Navy, 
Army, and Marine Corps, he was awarded the 
Armed Forces Expeditionary Medal, two Bronze 
Stars, a Presidential Citation for the Combat “V” for 
superior, meritorious, outstanding performance of 
duty while participating in more than 38 combat 
operations, and the Purple Heart. 

During two separate combat operations he took 
command after the officers were wounded and 
successfully completed the missions. For this, as 
well as other remarkable services, a recommendation 
for a Battlefield Commission and the Congressional 
Medal of Honor.

In recent years, considerable attention has been focussed on the African origins of American jazz. 
Study of the roots of the music has begun to fascinate anthropologists and sociologists in more than a 
few universities. But there is, inevitably, a scarcity of actual recordings that can serve to illustrate and 
substantiate theories. 

By the time jazz began to be recorded to any appreciable extent, in the early 1920s, the music had 
undergone enough changes to make it far from easy to judge the original extent and importance of actual 
carry-overs of African music into American Negro life. But there are records that can be considered as the 
looked-for “missing links” in the picture: these rare and largely unknown numbers by the Dixieland 
Jug Blowers are among them. 

Despite their value to scholars, these are not at all like any dry history lesson you ever heard. More 
than anything else, they are exciting, imaginative, uninhibited jazz performances. But in the compara- 
tively crude style and the use of an unorthodox instrument like the jug, there are strong elements of 
what can be considered “source music.” Of course, although they reflect backgrounds of jazz, these are far 
from being the earliest of records. They were made in the late ‘20s (when a number of such bands 
were playing for Negro audiences), but they seem to have been influenced only slightly by the more 
conventional jazz of the day. Essentially, these musicians are playing on the same instruments and in the 
same style as their fathers’ and grandfathers’ generations. Indications are that they were descended from 
slaves and freed slaves who went into the rural, “backwoods” areas of the South and there retained much 
of their earlier way of life. 

Little is known of the identities of these men. The possible personnel listed above is based on the 
belief that the Jug Blowers were at least partly made up of members of a Kentucky band: Clifford Hayes’ 
Louisville Stompers, some of whom are credited as composers of these tunes. (Traditionally, such groups 
would arbitrarily assign to their own members the “authorship” of the standard blues and stomps from 
which their numbers were worked up.) It’s also interesting to note how Banjoreno tosses in a strong dose 
of another pre-jazz source, with a banjo style (featuring three banjos) clearly linked to minstrel-show 
music. 

A Discographical Note for Collectors. The original master numbers of these recordings (all preceded 
by the letters “BVE”) are, in order: 38636-2, 37223-2, 37220-1, 38635-2; the first and fourth were made 
on June 6, 1927; the others on December 10, 19206.

THE STORY OF THE DOGFACE SOLDIER 


The trouble with “honest” soldier songs is that they are generally unprintable parodies of other songs, 
while the trouble with “official” soldier songs is that they are generally phony-sounding, slick productions 
which completely lack spontaneity. At the beginning of World War II there was a need for a soldier 
song which could be accepted by the mud-slogging foot soldier as well as civilian concert audiences — 
a song in the happy medium between “honest” and “official”. 


Early in 1942 Hart and I set about to fill this need by concocting a simple song which would reflect 
the honest pride of the fighting man, spontaneous-sounding as though the guy marching behind you 
just made it up, and free of the propaganda slogans of Pentagon public relations. We tried our hand 
with something so uncommercial that — barring a miracle — it might never have been heard at all. 
But the miracle happened. A GI I trained with, a happy-go-lucky guy with a guitar, carried the song 
overseas and joined the 3rd Infantry Division. “The Dogface Soldier” was always part of his reper- 
toire as he entertained, and it came to the notice of General Lucian K. Truscott, the commander of 
the 3rd Division. General Truscott and his Marnemen adopted “The Dogface Soldier” as their own. 
The guys liked it, marched to it, danced to it. Even the Italian civilians enjoyed it. 


“The Dogface Soldier” was first heard by the American public as theme music in the Audie Murphy 
picture “To Hell and Back”. This impressed public bought 300,000 copies of the recording. “The 
Dogface Soldier” thus became the only genuine soldier song of World War II to take its place in the 
history of American military music.

“Ballad of Willie the SEAL” is a true story about 
ARTHUR C. WILLIAMS, JR., the first serviceman 
from Van Buren, Arkansas, to die of combat wounds 
in the Vietnam War. The only son of Juanita Hunter 
and the late Arthur Caswell Williams, Sr., he was 
born April 16, 1937, in Stockton, California. In 
1946, his parents moved their family back to their 
hometown of Van Buren, where he attended public 
schools, was an active member of the First United 
Methodist Church, Boy Scouts, and Allied Youth. 

On April 22, 1954, he became an active member 
of the U.S. Navy Reserve in Fort Smith, where he 
was first called Willie, a nickname that stuck 
throughout his military career. In January, 1955, he 
was federalized into active duty for four years. He 
became a certified scuba diver, deep-sea diver, 
frogman, and underwater demolition expert, serving 
one year at Pearl Harbor Naval Base helping 
remove ammunition from U.S. ships sunk on Pearl 
Harbor Day. 

In March, 1958, he enlisted in the U.S. Army, 
having turned down a more than $600 Navy 
reenlistment bonus. He served with the 101st 
Airborne Division, the 82nd Airborne Division at 
Fort Bragg, North Carolina, and the 5th and 7th 
Green Beret Special Forces, Fort Bragg. During this 
time he became a certified paratrooper, ranger, 
jumpmaster, and had 15 free falls to his credit. 


From the Army, he returned to the Navwy, serving 
with the Black Beret Special Operations as a 
member of SEAL Team TWO, Little Creek, Virginia. 
He was assigned to civilian special duty in Florida to 
help train the Cuban Refugee Army. Afterward he 
was an instructor with SEAL Team TWO until he 
volunteered for duty in South Vietnam in August, 
1967. 

On January 18, 1968, with orders to report to 
Taiwan after his leave and just two weeks before 
scheduled departure to the States, he was ona 
mission somewhere in the Mekong Delta when an 
enemy sniper’s bullet hit him in the shoulder, 
severed his spinal cord, and lodged in an inoperable 
position. He died April 11, 1968, at Portsmouth 
Naval Hospital, Virginia. He was buried on his 
thirty-first birthday, April 16, 1968, at Woodlawn 
Park Cemetery, Coral Gables, Florida. 

ARTHUR C. WILLIAMS, JR., is an excellent 
example of what our Armed Forces have to offer 
young people who are willing to accept the 
challenges of today and work to develop their 
abilities, talents, and skills. He wanted to go as deep 
as possible in the ocean and as high as possible in 
the sky. At the age of seventeen he knew the Armed 
Forces would be the only place to get and use such 
training. Besides the more than 15 certificates for 
completing specialized courses offered by the Navy, 
Army, and Marine Corps, he was awarded the 
Armed Forces Expeditionary Medal, two Bronze 
Stars, a Presidential Citation for the Combat “V” for 
superior, meritorious, outstanding performance of 
duty while participating in more than 38 combat 
operations, and the Purple Heart. 

During two separate combat operations he took 
command after the officers were wounded and 
successfully completed the missions. For this, as 
well as other remarkable services, a recommendation 
for a Battlefield Commission and the Congressional 
Medal of Honor. 

The recommendation was denied.

In recent years, considerable attention has been focussed on the African origins of American jazz. 
Study of the roots of the music has begun to fascinate anthropologists and sociologists in more than a 
few universities. But there is, inevitably, a scarcity of actual recordings that can serve to illustrate and 
substantiate theories. 
By the time jazz began to be recorded to any appreciable extent, in the early 1920s, the music had 
undergone enough changes to make it far from easy to judge the original extent and importance of actual 
carry-overs of African music into American Negro life. But there are records that can be considered as the 
looked-for “missing links” in the picture: these rare and largely unknown numbers by the Dixieland 
Jug Blowers are among them. 
Despite their value to scholars, these are not at all like any dry history lesson you ever heard. More 
than anything else, they are exciting, imaginative, uninhibited jazz performances. But in the compara- 
tively crude style and the use of an unorthodox instrument like the jug, there are strong elements of 
what can be considered “‘source music.” Of course, although they reflect backgrounds of jazz, these are far 
from being the earliest of records. They were made in the late ’20s (when a number of such bands 
were playing for Negro audiences), but they seem to have been influenced only slightly by the more 
conventional jazz of the day. Essentially, these musicians are playing on the same instruments and in the 
same style as their fathers’ and grandfathers’ generations. Indications are that they were descended from 
slaves and freed slaves who went into the rural, “backwoods” areas of the South and there retained much 
of their earlier way of life. 
Little is known of the identities of these men. The possible personnel listed above is based on the 
belief that the Jug Blowers were at least partly made up of members of a Kentucky band: Clifford Hayes’ 
Louisville Stompers, some of whom are credited as composers of these tunes. (Traditionally, such groups 
would arbitrarily assign to their own members the “authorship” of the standard blues and stomps from 
which their numbers were worked up.) It’s also interesting to note how Banjoreno tosses in a strong dose | 
of another pre-jazz source, with a banjo style (featuring three banjos) clearly linked to minstrel-show 
music.
